Citrus Prices Sky 
Rocket, Ceilings 
Returned By OPA 


Because prices sky-rocketed aft- 
er price ceilings were :removed, 
OPA ruled this week that ceilings 
will be returned to citrus on Jan. 
4. The announcement was made 
Wednesday. 

Wholesalers, jobbers and retail- 
ers may well take congnizance of 
this particular action. If prices 
on other commodities sky-rocket 
America cart expect price. ceilings 
to be returned: Profiteering and 
unreasonable profits are to be 
curbed by QPA and action in the 
citrus deal is only an example of 
what may happen in other lines. - 

Ceiling prices on citrus- were 
suspended last Nov. 19. 

“Because of the unexpected 
price increases in fresh citrus 
fruits,” said the OPA announce- 
ment, “the advisability. of restor- 
ing controls has been: under con- 
sideration for several ‘weeks. 

“A statement issued by the sta- 
bilization administrator Dec. 17, 
Continuing the suspension of price 
control on fresh citrus, directed 
OPA to. keep a close” check on 
fresh citrus prices at all levels.
